At the beginning we may mention, what many of 
our readers are probably already aware of, that by 
the union of the national land grant and the munifi- 
cent gift of a single wealthy and benevolent gentle- 
man, Hon. Ezra Cornell, a fand rivalling, if not sur- 
passing the endowment of Yale or Harvard, has been 
obtained for establishing a new university. This 
new institution is not to be a college in the usual

The corresponding 
practical idea is that institutions be founded where 
such instruction can be gonducted with every appli- 
ance necessary in discovering and diffusing truth, 
tliat such instruction be not subordinated to any oth- 
er, that the agricu!tural and industrial professions be 
regarded as the peers of every other, that access to 
these departments be opened as widely as possible, 
and progress in them be pushed as far as possible. 
The second of these convictions is that the system of 
collegiate instructjon now dominant leaves unsatisfied 
the wants of a very large number, and perhaps the 
majority of those who desire an advanced general ed- 
ucation; that although there are great numbers of 
noble men doing noble work in the existing system, it 
has devoted its strength and machinery maiuly to a 
single combination of studies, into which compara- 
tively few enter heartily; that where more latitude in 
study has been provided for, all courses outside the 
single traditional course have been considered to im ply 
a lower caste in those taking them; that the higher 
general education has therefore lost its hold upon the 
majority of the leaders of society; that it has conse- 
quently become under estimated add distrusted by a 
mijerity of the people at large, and on this account is 
neglected by a majority of our young men of euergy 
and ability. The corresponding practical idea is that 
colleges of wider scope be founded; that no single 
course be insisted upon forall alike; that various com- 
binations of studies be provided to meet various minds 


the southern portion of the State haying is in full 
operation after the 4thof July. The light lands come 
in first; as we approach the interior of the State, hay- 
ing is two or three weeks later, while the vast meadow 
lands which are being more and more cleared as 
their value is bettter known, will continue to be cut 
till the very last of September. 

In regard to the best time for cutting grass for hay 
there has been much discussion. We think the rules 
are simple. If you area stirring, active man, you 
will cut your early grass before it dries up; your 
clover when well iu blossom; your timothy when 
second blossoms appear, or when the juices begin to 
harden, and your meadows earlier than is generally 
practiced. If you are indolent you will let your grass 
remain till the stalks are dry and juiceless. The mode 
of curing hay is much discussed, especially with refer- 
ence to clover. We have fuund it the best rule to 
make the hay as fast as we could when the sun shines, 
and get it into the barn as soon as we could. The un- 
certain weather in our climate renders it necessary 
that we should take advantage of every moment of 
sunshine for curing hay. Where hay caps are used— 
and every farmer as soon as he is able should have 
them—he can take alvantage of the weather, The 
theory of drying clover in the shade is a very good 
one, provided we could avoid the rain. As for putting

‘*Well,’’ says one, ‘*my hay is so poor that my cat- 
tle will not eat the whole of it.’” We once knew an 
old man, who claimed to know nothiag of theory, but 
who had some practical knowledge of the principles of 
feeding, who said he wanted two and a half tons of 
good hay or two tons of poor hiy, to winter a cow 
well. There is philosophy ia this. Another says: 
‘smy sheep will not eat Il the coarse stalks of clover, 
and so [ feed them to my colts.”” Why should sheep 
be allowed to waste their fuod more than colts? But 
they will waste if overfed; and such sheep as a rule, 
are poor in flesh. Some one will ask: ‘Why will 
sheep, horses and cattle grow poor by having a por- 
tion of the coarser part of their hay to waste?’’ One 


says that food makes ficsh, and as a consequence, the | 


amount of flesh must be in proportion to the quantity 
of feed. This might be correct, had our domestic an- 
imals a process of converting food into flesh similar to 
that of converting corn into meal, or wheat into fluur; 
but unfortunately for this class of reasons, vur ani- 
mals have neither gizzards like a crow nor stones like 
a grist mill, with whivh to griad their food. No one 
will attempt to deny that a horse will grow poor if tied 
to the hay mow. Weasa people, are fast becoming 
acquii.ted with the sad effects that attend indigestion. 
Let us remember then, thit domesticated animals 
have domesticated tastes; and that the civilized horse, 
ox er sheep, is just as liable to acquire a depraved ap- 
petite, as civilized man. Our understanding of nat- 
ural laws as pertaining to health and disease, is fist 
leading us, as a people, to the adoption of correct di- 
etical habits. '

Hardiness of the Jerseys. 





. Massrs. Eprrors:—Some weeks ago I saw, copied 
in your colamns, an article from the Massachusetts 
Ploughman, in regard to Jersey cows, to which I re- 
Spouded in such suggestions as seemed to me «ppro- 
priate to our climate. I notice in your number of the 
27th, an extract from the same paper, which appears , 
to be in the nature ofa reply to my suggestions. [| 
beg to say to the writer of that article, that he can 
have no higher estimate of the value of Jersey cattle 
than I have; but I must ask him to bear in mind that | 
on the sea-coast we have quite another climate than 
that which he enjoys. From my own experience, [ | 


am satisfied that a good Jersey cow will be apt to pay} 
twice as much as that of any other breed with which | 
I am acquainted. But in order to this, I insist she 
should be kept warm. The question is not (I 

pardon) whether a Jersey cow will live in our climate; 
it is, rather, how she shall be kept through our down- | 
east winters, and come out sleek iu the spring and in 
such condition as to do justice to the reputation of her 
ancestors. No one can go into a cattle-stall in mid- 
winter in cur ordinary barns, without noticing that 
while the Jerseys are shivering, and the very pictures 
of distress, the Ayrshires are lying snug and chewing 
the cud of contentment. The Jerseys are not hardy, 
in the ordinary acceptation of the term. They are 
fine, very “fine. Their limbs are as fine as those of 
deer, and their hair partakes of the same quality—a 
little coarsish, as one may say—nothing like so soft 
and close-lying as that of the Ayrshire, or of our na- 
tive cows. ‘Iherefore, [ say, extend to them, in our 
fearful winters, au equivalent, in the shape of outside 
covering. Ofcourse, when barns are warm, as they 
should be, there will be no need ofthis. But when 
people undertake to raise Jersey stock in tie-ups where 
every thing is frozen stiff of a morning, they will 
shortly cry out against those who have recommended 
that, of which their own negligence alone, has de- 
prived them of its real value.

Rapid Swarming of Italian Bees. 





A neighbor of mine, Stephen Richardson, of Bel- 
grade, showed me yesterday the following extriordi- 
nary record of the speedy increase of a colony of [tal- 
ian bees, viz.: On June 16th, first swarm; on the 231, 
second swarm; on the 25th, third swarm; on the 
28th, fourth swarm; and on the 30th, the fifih swarm. 
They were ali from one hive, wintere! last winter in 
the open air, out of doors, and only protected from 
the weather by an open shed-roofed covering; while 
a hive of the same kind of bees fur which he paid 
twenty dollars last spring, purchased of a bee-keeper 
who wintered his bees in the house cellar, has only 
swarmed ouce up to the present date, July Ist.

Hydrographic Survey of Maine. 





The Legislature of Maine, on the 28th cf February, 
1867, pussel a Resolve providing for a Hydrographie 
' Survey of the Rivers of this State, and providing for 
the appointment of three Commissioners, who should 
have charge thereof, aud make a R:port thereva to 
the Governor and Council, of the fall and vclume of 
water of said rivers, the supply and constancy of the 
water, their lake reservoirs and their accessibility, and 
such other ficts as will tead to show their advantages 
for the employment of manufacturing industry. Pro- 
vision was alsu made for the printing of the report of 
said Commissiouers for distribution in other States and 
countries, with a view to invite immigration aad the 
investment of capital in the development of our man- 
ufacturing rescources. Pursuant to said Resolve, the 
Governor and Council appointed John A. Poor of 
Portland, A. D. Lockwood of Lewiston, and Han- 
nibal Hamlin of Bangor, Commissioners. 

These Commissioners after due censultation, sub- 
mitted tothe Governor acommunication in writing, 
which, with his reply thereto, are in the terms fol- 
lowing, viz: 

Porttanp April 25, 1867. 
To J. L. Chamberlain, Governor of Maine. 


Sizn:—Having received notice of our appointment 
as Commissioners to have charge of a Hydrographic 
Survey of the State of Maine, with a copy of the Re- 
| solves of the Legislature of Meine, approved February 
128, 1867, entitled ‘Resolve providing fur a Hydro- 
|graphic Survey of the rivers of this State,’’ the un- 
i dersigned, after mature consideration have thought it 
proper to submit to your Exvellencey their views, us 
to the best method of accomplishing the purposes con- 
templated by said resolve—an exposition of the ad- 
vantages of our State for the profitable employment of 
manufactnring industry, so as ‘‘to invite immigration, 
aud the investment of capital in the developement of 
our manufacturing rescources.”’ 

Before entering upon the labors devolved upon them 
the Commissoners deem it proper tosay that these 
duties will be found of a difficult, if not of a most 
onerous character from the vastextent of their field of | 
labors aud the absence of any example to guide their | 
performance. The elaborate and expensive surveys of | 





resolve, it seenis desirable that we should take a gen- 
eral or comprehensive view of the physical features of 
the whole State, in connection with a minute and spe- 
cific examination of its several river basins, 

The plan we propose is a careful survey of its gen- 
eral features, and the ascertainment of the compara- 
tive size of the several river basins, and an accurate 
measurement of the water capacity of each river at its 
fall before entering the sea. Huving acertained the 
area of each hydrographic basin, and the absolute 
power ofeach river, we will then proceed to obtain as 
far as possible the elevation of the surface of each 
above the tide water, the amount of rain-fall ahnually, 
and other meteorological fiets, and the various lakes 
and other reservoirs contained within etch basin, aad 
the capacity of their uffluents, coilecting all known 
facts as to the geological structure of each, the char- 
acteristics and qualites of its soil for the supply of 
food, its natural productions, the ameuat of 'and now 
under cultivation,the various agrieultaral products, and 
the number of persons employed in their production, 
and the numbers engaged in other branches of indus- 
try. 

Te these facts should be added informition as to 
the supply of buiding materials, especinlly those re- 
quired in the construction of factories, granite or oth- 
er stone for foundation, bricks, lime, lumber, rvoting 
slate, allof which are distributed in greater or less 
quanties throughout the State. [t may also be de- 
sirable to collect statistics, showing the internal and 
external trade of the State, the movement of property 
by railways, sail and steam vessels, and the extent 
and value of its mineral treasures. 

The materials for this information are to be collected 
from a variety of sources, State, County aud Town 
maps, surveys of the land offise, reports of the Coist 
survey of the United States in view of Canal improve- 
ments prior to 1830, the ex parte sarveys of the 
North-Eastero Boundery’ prior to the Tresty of Wash- 
ington, the survey since made for the establishment 
of the Boundery line, railroad surveys, and those 
made by corporations and individual proprietors of 
unimproved lanls, surveys of weer power by indi- 
viduals and corporations for private purposes. Sta- 
tistica] infurmation as to the protuctions and trade of 
the State, can be obtained from the United Siates Cen- 
sus, the Treasury Depirtment, returns made for pur- 
poses of State valuation, and information collected 
through the Board of Agriculture. [mportant facts 
as to the Geological structure of the State were ascer- 
tained, by Dr? Jackson in former years, the more re- 
eent scintifiic survey of Dr. Hvulmes and Professor 
Hitchcock, aud the labors of private explorers ia the 
search of minerals. 


Ofour.five principal rivers, the St. John, the Pen- 
obscot, the Kennebec, the Androscoggin and the Saco, 
two only, the Penobscot and the Kennebec, lie wholly 
within the State, while all these rivers except the St. 
John, with various other important rivers like the 
Presumpscot, the Sheepscot, the Union, Nirraga gus 
and Machias Rivers, enter the sea within our own 
borders. The Ptscataqua and the St. Croix, one form- 
ing the Eastern and the other the Western boundary, 
are largely available to the people of Maine for man- 
ufacturing purposes. To render our comparisons sat- 
isfactory, as to the capacity of different rivers, our ex- 
amination must therefyre extend somewhat beyoad the 
limits of our own borders. 

Facts embodied in our report, should be exhibited as 
far as practicable on the new State Map, now in course 
of preparation, on the same sere as the English Urd- 
nance Map of one mile to the inch. 

To give the highest value to the labors of the Com- 
mission, it appears to us to be necessary that some 
comparison should be made between our own and other 
States and Countries, shewing the proper distrivution 
ofthe labor of Maine among the several branches of in- 
dustry, and the proportion between manufacturing 
and agricultural labor. The salubrity and healthfal- 
ness of the climate of Maine, for the profitable employ- 
| ment of manufacturing cpital, hive of |. te been re- 
cognized as its great, ifnot chief advantage over other 
States,—enabling operatives in the factories and work- 
shops to perform a greater amount of labor, than else- 
where, and to continue these labors throughout the 
year with less dimunition of physical strength,—ind 
the vast amount of unemployed water power, in con- 
venient proximity to railway and tide water, clearly 
indicate the direction to which our labors should first 
be turned. 


If the views herein expressed, should meet your 
Excellency’s approval, we should deem it expedient to 
appoint a suitable person to cellect and embody the 
infurmation above suggested, and to properly arrange 
it as far as possible, in tabular statements, by count- 
ies and by river districts or basins, comp tring the wat- 
er capacity of the Penobscot, the Keanebec, the Sa- 
co, and other rivers, and the facilities each will afford 
for the early investment of manufacturiug capital.— 
One, and perhaps two or more Engineers should be 
appointed, to ascertain the fall and volume of the 
waters of said rivers, the capacity of their lake reser- 
voirs, and such other facts as may be required fur 
the information and guidance of the Commission. 

It is not supposed that with the sum placed at the” 
service of the Commissioners, anything like informa- 
tion of minute or scientific acouracy can, in one year, 





; Seasonable Hints. 


Budding may now be done and up to the Ist of 
Septeuber, For cherries and peaches it is more cer- 
tain than grafting; and when it is more conveniest, 
and grafting having been neglected in the spring, 
pears, apples, plams, &c.,, also can be bu with 
certainty, if well done. 

It is stated that ‘whale oil soap,” so-called, dilated 
with water at the rate of balf a pound of soap to an 
ordinary bucket of water, well dissolved, will utterly 
destroy the rose bug, and we believe too the rose- 
worm preying upon the foliage, There is nothing 
more nauseous to insects than an application of this. 
It will lay **cold’’ everything that.qe have tried it on 
but the curculio—that imsect, however, cares no more 
fur the mixture, even though accompanied with sul- 
phur, lime-water and tobacco juice, than if it were a 
gingerly dose of pure spring water. In fact it rather 
likes it! 

Remember, that raspberries, blackberries, eurrants 
and gooseherries are greatly aided in their vigor and 
productiveness by liberal mulching. Grass and weeds, 
if permitted to get the upper hand, are fatal to all 
these fruits Never use » hoe or spade about them— 
the garden fork will perform all the needed cultiva- 
tion admirably, without necessarily injuring the roots. 

In a week or two it will be time to cut back the new 
blackberry canes to from three and a half to four feet, 
clipping also the lateral branches. This operation 
will give much larger aod better fruit; it is followed 
by the best market cultivators of New Jersey, and 
they are pretty sharp at discovering which side their 
bread is buttered. 

Our gardens generally do not contain as goed a va- 
riety of herbs as they should for even the use of the 
family. This would seem strange when thoy are so 
convenient for the culinary department, and are so 
easy raised from the slip, but it must be frem this 
year’s growth, It is not too late yet, if attended to 
at once, to propagate in this way most of the herbs. 

Lettuce seed should now be sowed for a crop of 
small salad. It comes very opportunely at a time 
when there is no other substitute, A bed six or eight 
feet square will be sufficient for a large-sized family. 

Stirring the soil with an iron rake, about all crops, 
eanvot be too strougly urged. Let it be doue fre- 
quently and well. Two stirrings is as good as one 
rain, aad when the rain comes the soil is in the best 
possible condition to receive it. 

Let no weeds go to seed. If a garden is systemati- 
cally worked—and without system no garden is worth 
having—the labor of clearing it of weeds is reduced 
ove half. But let them once get ahead and they may 
be fought against all summer, and prove victorious in 
the end.— Germantown Telegraph. 





Clover Hay. 


We have for some years past advocated the catting 
of clover fur hay at an earlier stage of its progress 
than is common in this country. The usual indica- 
tion of fitness for the scythe is the browning of the 
blossoms to the extent of ..ne-hulf or two-thirds; but 
it is by no means uncommos to leave it, under press 
of other work, much beyond those points. The con- 
sequence is, too great hardening of the woody stems, 
and a great and incurable damage done the quality of 
the hay by the rotting of the lower leaves. These fill 
the hay with impalpable dust so distressing to horses, 
and, highly nutritious and valusble as otherwise it 
would be, make it unfit food fur them. We have 
urged, therefore, the harvesting of the crop when it 
hus come pretty well into flower, without further de- 
tay. That this isthe proper period for cutting, we 
may take a hint of from the ‘bees and other insects. 
When they begin to operate on the clover blossoms it 
is a sign that suger has been elaborated. If the clover 
be not then cut the sugar goes to perfect seed, and is 
lost to the hay. 

An experiment made some years ago by Prof. Hors- 
ford, seems decisive as to the point that it is to be cut 
neither before nor after the period of full develop- 
ment of bloom. He found that clever cut at the sur- 
face of the soil, when the heads just began to appear, 
produce only 80 per cent. of sugar. Clover cut when 
the heads were fully developed, produced 116 per 
cent. of sugar, very near 50 per cent. more than that 
cut first An important incidental advantage of the 
earlier cutting, is that we get a week or more of time 
in which we may take advantage of the good weather, 
and so secure the crop with less risk of exposure to 
rains—a very desirable point. Hay cured thus early 
is More nutritious, more delicate, more apt to be well 
cured, and sooner out of the way of damage from ex- 
posure. It favors very much, too, the second or seed 
crop, by giving it the oppurtunity of getting it well 
started before the excessive heats of summer.—Balii- 
more Sun.

A Tubular Well. 





Messrs. Epitors:—I presume the well you refer to 
in your issue of Jane 13th, is not an artesian well, 
but something upon that principle. It is called a tu- 
balar well, and was, [ believe, patented by Tristr m 
S Lewis, of Chelsea, Mass. The tube is made of 14- 
inch galvanized iron, which is driven into the ground, 
or a hole is first bored of sufficient size to let the pipe 
into, where it is not stony. If stony, driving has to 
be resorted to, with the aid of a cummon sledge-ham- 
mer. A strainer is supplied at the end of the pipe,

likely, we know, to be duped by designing 

as these papers are ever on the watch to act as @ safe- 
guard to the public against everything that may be 
for the farmer’s interest. We do not here allude to 
the superstitious notions of the past which were once 
eo common and which still linger in the minds of the 
Jess intelligent, although some of these notions might 
well come under the appellation of humbugs: It is 
with more modern notions that we wish here to deal. 
Nor do we wish here to refer to any particular hum- 
bug that may be, or which has’ been “imposed upon 
the community. We rather desire to look at the cause 
of all the deception practiced upon the public mind, 
and see if we cannot put people more on their guard. 

We think one great mistake people make is in plac- 
ing toe much confidence in strangers. Some article 
is to be sold and a smooth-tongued fellow is employed 
to go round and extol it to such a degree that multi- 
tudes are induced to purchase a worthless article. 
Not long since some fellows visited sections of Massa- 
chusetts and contracted to furmish the farmers with a 
new and improved horse-rake. The farmers gave 
their notes and the rakes were to be furnished in sea- 
son for this year’s haying. We don’t suppose that 
Massachusetts farmers generally, are quite so shrewd 
as those of Maine, but we should have supposed that 
no body of farmers could have been induced to ad- 
vance their notes in this way to strangers. At any 
rate the rakes never came, the notes were sold and 
the swindlers escaped justice. A case somewhat sim- 
ilar occurred a few years since im Maine. Agents 
went round showing samples of cloths which they 
could sell at a much less rate than the village mer- 
chants were selling them, representing the latter class 
as a set of cheats who weregetting rich at the expense 
of the farmer. Many farmers gave their notes which 
were at once sold and a miserable substitute for cloths 
were sent to them in return. 

Now we do not wish to imply that all agents or all 
articles are humbugs. There are good honest agents 
and good useful inventions, but what we want to do 
is to guard people in their dealings with all such, If 
you trust to anything, secure a written obligation 
that everything will be asagreed upon. Trust no 
man’s word alone. Remember that an agent whe 
can talk fluently is like a juggler who can perform 
strange feats right before your eyes, while at the same 
time he is busily talking about something else by 
which to draw off your attention from the manner in 
which he performs his trick. 

Our State is full of all kinds of agents, and one 
cannot be too well on his guard lest he be imposed up- 
on by some graceless scoundrel. We have in a previ- 
ous number alluded to the tricks practised upon the 
unwary in mining operations, and we now write to 
doubly guard our readers against the many ways 
which are devised by the crafty to cheat the honest 
man. It is this implicit reliance upon strangers which 
causes so much trouble. A few years ago insurance 
agents came from other States into Maine in swarms, 
representing companies not worth a dollar. Thou- 
sands suffered themselves to be imposed upon when at 
the same time there was within a mile or two of them 
a good reliable lecal agent who would do their business

The race was handsomely won by Lady Fairfield in 
three straight heats, time 2.464, 2.444, 2.44. 

The match for the purse of $300 excited considera- 
bie interest. There were three entries, consisting of 
Lexington, the winner of the purse of $100 on the 
day previous; Sweetbriar, a sorrel gelding, owned by 
Mr. Mack of Boston} and Col. Lakeman, owned by 
Geo. M. Robinson of Augusta. The last named isa 
very promising gelding, sired by the well known stal- 
lion Hector, formerly owned by Mr. Robinson, and 
showing all the best characteristics of breeding, speed 
and endurance of his progenitor. He is seven years 
old, and although never appearing before in public, 
and not trained for the track, he proved himself rath- 
er a dangerous competitor with the crack horses from 
Boston, forthe honors of the race. The purse was 
won by Sweetbriar in three straight heats—time 
2.874, 2.414, 2.40; In each of the first two heats the 
Hector colt lost badly by breaking, coming almost to 
a stand still before resuming his trot, and then closing 
the gap with a burst of speed which challenged the 
admiration of the lookers-on. In the third heat, al- 
though the word was given very decidedly to his dis- 
advantage, the inside horse getting at least three 
lengths the start, the colt handsomely passed both his 
competitors at the beginning of the second quarter, and 
continuing gradually to gain ground, opened a gap 
which threatened to shut them out of the race and 
give him the purse without further contest. Unfortu- 
nately, however, as he rounded the turn into the home- 
stretch on the second half mile, and within thirty rods 
of the stand, he broke up and hopelessly l:st his ad- 
vantage, both the other horses passing him, and lead- 
ing him at the score a distance quite as great as he had 
previously led them. 

Among the vicissitudes of the trotting course this 
was the most remarkable we ever witnessed. The re- 
sult, however, is attributable to a want of training, 
and does not detract in the least from the sterling 
qualities of the horse as one of the most promising 
trotters ever raised in Maine. The time made in this 
heat was 2.40, but if the colt had retained his feet at 
the rate he was going, he would have come in winner 
in at least 2.30. A very good thing for a first per- 
formance. 

The afternoon closed with a running match, half 
mile heats, best 3 in 5, for $50, between Robinson’s 
horse Ger, Kearny and Keegan’s Nimrod, which re- 
sulted in each horse winning two heats, when Kearny

Prorits or Wueat Growine. A writer in the 
Wisconsin Farmer illustrates the profitableness of 
wheat raising in Minnesota by a single example.

TarAt or Sunmarr, The testimony for the Govern- 
ment is not yet exhausted. On Monday the cross- 
examination of Weichman was concluded, and Dr. 
MoMullin, the surgeon of the steamship Peruvian, on 
board which the prisoner took passage from Quebec to 
Londonderry in September, 1865, took the stand. His 
testimony tells strongly against Surratt. While on 
the passage to Londonderry, the prisoner confessed to 
him that he was in the plan with Booth to abduct the 
President, but that it was found necessary to abandon 
or change it. The witness, however, said that Surratt 
never told him that he was in Washington on the day 
of the assassination, nor had he stated to him what 
the abduction plan had been changed to. Surratt 
said that Booth telegraphed at Montreal to come to 
Washington, as it hall been found necessary to change 
the plan, and that he (Sarratt) was in Elmira, New 
York, on Thursday pregeding the assassination. Sur- 
ratt also related to the witness statement of his 
dropping his handkerghief in St. Albans, Vt., thereby 
corrpborating the previous evidence in that particular. 
Surratt told him among other things, that he had been 
in the habit of going to Richmond with despatehes 
during the war, and bringing despatches back to 
Washington and Montreal; he stated that he one time 
was told in Montreal that he would meet a lady in 
New York; that he met the woman in New York and 
came to Washington with her and started for Rich- 
mond with four or five others; that after much trouble 
they crossed the Potomac, and getting south of Fred- 
ericksburg they were drawn on a platform car, and 
as they were drawn along they saw some men ap- 
proaching and found out they were escaped soldiers 
and were most starved to death, and the women said: 
**Let us shoot the d—d Yankee soldiers,’’ and they 
shot them and went on; he told me the name of the 
woman, but can’t recollect it; I cannot remember the 
woman, and would not like to say it; it sounded like 
Staler; the woman was conspicuous in Montreal dur- 
ing the trial of the Bt. Albans raiders; the soldiers 
referred to were unarmed. 

The cross-examination of Dr. McMullin accomplish- 
ed nothing in favor of the prisoner. 

On Tuesday, the next important witness examined 
was St. Marie, through whom the arrest of Surratt in 
Italy was effected. There was great excitement when 
his name was called. He appeared a trifle nervous at 
first, when brought face to face with Surratt, but soon 
recovered himself and gave his answers clearly and 
directly though in broken English. There was, of 
course, much of interest that he could have told, but the 
government contented itself with asking him less than 
a dozen questions, and getting from him but one ma- 
terial fact, viz., that Surratt had admitted to him that 
he escaped from Washington disguised as an English- 
man on the night or morning after the assassination. 
The defence saw in a instant that there was no chance 
to make anything out of this on cross-examination, 
and declined to ask him any questions. 

On Wednesday Charles H. M. Wood a colored bar- 
ber, testified that he saw the prisoner on the morning 
of the assassination at Booker & Stewart's barher- 
shop; shaved and trimmed the prisoner's hair; Sur- 
ratt came to the shop with Booth, McLaughlin and 
another; the three named talked about coming from 
Baltimore; [ also trimmed Booth’s hair that morn-

Tae West Avsuen Mvrper Tarat. The trial of 
Luther J. Verrill for the murder of Mrs. Kinsley and 
Miss Caswell was concluded on Wednesday morning 
last by the Jury returning a verdict of guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree against the prisoner. 

After the rendefing of the verdict the counsel for 
Verrill asked the Court to defer sentence until Mon- 
day in order to unable them to submit a motion in ar- 
rest of judgment for various reasons, some of the facts 
in justification of the motion having come to their 
knowledge since the conclusion of the trial. The post- 
ponement was granted. 

The Lewiston Journal in narrating the closing in- 
cidents of the trial says:— 

When the Foreman spoke that word “Guilty,”’ 
every eye in the Court House was directed to the pris- 
oner, Luther J. Verrill, who was standing in the pris- 
oner’s box, his eyes directed to Mr. Lane, the Fore- 
man, ready to catch that reply. When that reply fell 
from the lips of the Foreman—Guiury—the prisoner’s 
face watched by many scores of searching eyes—gave 
no indication of change. The prisoner appeared jast 
as he has during almost every other period of the trial, 
cool and self- possessed. 

When the word “guilty’’ fell on his cars, he merely 
cast his eyes down from the Foreman to the floor.— 
Nor up to the time he left the Court room in charge 
of the officers, was the slightest change perceptible in 
his countenance. The only difference in his manner 
that could be observed, was that he kept his eyes di- 
rected downward, as if wrapped in thoughts of his 
own. :

Intelligence has 
been received officially, confirming the report of the 
execution of Maximilian of Mexico and of his Gener- 
als, Miramon and Mejia, the sources of information be- | 
ing letters of Gens. Juarez amd Escobedo of the Liberal 
party. The three were condemned on the 14th of Jane, | 
the sentence was confirmed at headquarters on the 15th, | 
and the 16th was designated as the day of execution. 
Three days of grace were finally granted, after the first 
hour fixed had passed, to permit Maximilian to set-| 
tle up bis worldly affairs, and on the 19th the triple, 
execution took place. The Prussian Minister arrived 
at Queretaro the day before the execution, and im- | 
mediately transmitted by telegraph a formal protest 
to Juarez, which was received at 9.30 o’clock on the 
evening of the same day, and in reply to which Juar- | 
ez through the proper officer, replied that **the Presi- | 








dent of the Republie is not of the opinion that it is | 
possible to grant the pardon of Maximilian of Haps-| 
burg consistent with the great considerations of jus- | 


tice and necessity of insurmg the future peace of the 
Republic.”” To this reply the Prussian Minister made 
protest as follows:

Mr. Drake of Missouri introduced a bill providing 
for setting aside the present civil governments of the 
rebel States, and vacating all legisiative, judicial and 
executive offices therein, and empowering the military 
commanders of the several districts to appoint suita- 
ble persons to fill those offices; that the registration be 
extended to any day prior to the lst day of Novem- 
ber next; declaring also that all future elections by 
the people of those States shall be by ballot; that 
every citizem Owes paramount allegiance to the United 
States, and that no law or ordinance of such States in 
subversion or contravention of the authority of the 
United States can have avy binding force. 

Mr. Edmunds of Vermont, also by unanimous con- 
sent, brought in a billin explanation of the Recon- 
struction acts. It declares the true intent and mean- 
ing of the same to be that the military authority of 
the United States in the rebel States is paramount to 
any civil government existing therein, and makes all 
such civil government subordinate to the military au- 
thority, and prohibits them from interfering in any 
Way with the exercise of such authority. 
| The commander of any district shall have the pow- 

er, subject to the approval of the General of the Ar- 
mies of the United States, whenever 1 the opinion of 
such commander the proper administration of said 
| acts shall require to suspend or to remove from office 
or from the performance of official duties and exer- 
cise of official powers any officer or person holding 
apy oflice or performing any duties under any power 
by election, appoiutment or authority derived from 
or granted by or claimed under the State govern- 
ment thereof, whether regular or provisional. It 
is made the duty of the President to detailfor ser- 
vice and to employ a sufficient military force to 
guard at all times the complete and effectual execu- 
tion of this act, and the act of which this is expluna- 
tory, etc., and the last session reads:—‘‘That the acts 
by officers of the army already done in removiog in 
said districts persons, exercising the function of civil 
officers, and appointing in their stead, are hereby rati- 
fied, confirmed and legalized.’’ 

Mr. Frelinghuysen also offered a supplementary 
bill.

It is inter- 
esting to watch their development; observing one 
thing after another, the device peculiarly constructed, 
and not unfrequently ridiculously odd, presenting its 
elaim, and each offering a real improvement till this 
line culminates in the Palmer fork—a thing with 
which everybody was satisfied, believing that nothing 
better could be got, and for a long time maintained its 
place at the head, when the Harpoon, like the Moni- 
tor among naval vessels, made {ts appearance and as- 
tonished the mind that so simple, light and cheap a 
thing could be made to perform the same work ina 
way mach superior to any implement previously used. 

It is to be observed that more skill is necessary in the 
use of « harpoon than in that of a grapple; but this 

is more than counterbalanced by the small amount of 
muscular strength involved on the part of the opera- 

tor—skill is a manly quality. 

Since the advent of the harpoon, a great many 
things falling properly into this class, have been in- 
vented; but from the intimate acquaintance of the 
writer with these implements, having personally used 
every sort that is made, he should give preference to 
Walker’s, objecting to others on the ground of indur- 
ability, or that they do not pick up from the point, 
thereby rendering them unable to clean the rack.

The Government closed the evidence against Sur- 
ratt on Saturday, reserving the right to call other 
witnesses for the prosecution hereafter. 

Mr. J. H. Bradley, jr., then opened the case for 
the defence. He eaid the time had come at last when 
the prisoner could say something to support his own 
innocence and when not only his own innocence may 
be shown but the pure name of his departed mother 
may be vindicated. The Attorneys for jthe defence 
came to the trial of this case in the full confidence of 
the innocence of the prisoner. They had come to 
this conclusion not from sympathy but aftera full 
and candid investigation of all the circumstances sur- 
rounding the case. He said the defence would either 
contradict or impeach all the witnesses for govern- 
ment, who swore to seeing Surratt in Washington on 
the day of the assassination. After reviewing the 
testimeny of the witnesses, he continued: We will 
trace Surratt from Richmond in March, 1865, to Mon- 
treal in April; we will show that he was not near 
Washington, except when brought back in the Swa- 
tara; we will show where Surratt was on April 14 
and 15, and that Hie was not within 400 miles of Wash- 
ington; it will be shown that he went toa certain 
town and registered his name as John Harrison, and 
that. he remained there to attend to a mission he was 
intrusted with, and was there on April 14; it will be 
shown thet the register of that hotel has mysterious- 
ly disappeared; he will be followed back to Montreal, 
where he arrived on April 18. 


Facts and circumstances will be shown to conclu- 
sively demonstrate that Surratt could not have got to 
the place named for the purpose of covering up his 
tracks ; it will be shown that while Surratt was in Mon- 
treal after the assassination he was not alowed to read 
a newspaper in his place of concealment, and he was 
not.aware of his mother’s peril until the event of her 
execution, and that he then wanted to hasten to Wash 
ington to give himself up, but was not permitted; it 
will also be shown that he first heard that he was im- 
plicated in the assassination in Albany and that he 
then turned back to Montreal; he did not flee because

Hiow the Hurons Lived. 


The ancient country of the Harons is now the north- 
ern and eastern portion ef Simcoe County, Canada 
West, and embraced within the peninsular formed by 
the Nottawassaga and Matchedash Bays of Lake Hu- 
ron, the River Severn, and Lake Simcoe. Its area 
was small, its population comparatively large. In 
the year 1639 the Jesuits made an enumeration of all 
its villages, dwellings, and families. The result show- 
ed thirty-two villages and hamlets, with seven hun- 
dred dwellings, about four thousand familes, and 
twelve thousand adult persons, or a total population 
of at least twenty thousand. 

The region whose boundaries we have given was an 
alternation of meadows and deep forests, interlaced 
footpaths leading from town totown. Of these towns, 
some were f rtified, but the greater number were open 
and defenceless. They were of a construction com- 
mon to all tribes of [roquois lineage, and peculiar to 
them. Nothing similar exists at the present day.— 
They covered a space of frem one to ten acres, the 
dwellings clustering together with little or no preten- 
sion to order. In general, these singular struc- 
tures were about thirty or thirty-five feet in length, 
breadth, and height; but many were much larger, 
and a few of prodigious length. In some of the vil- 
lages there were dwellings two hundred and forty feet 
long, though im breadth and height they did not 
much exceed the others. In shape they were much 
like an arbor overarching a garden-walk. Their 
frame wasof tall and strong saplings, planted ina 
double row to form the two sides of the house, beat 
till they met, and lashed together at the top. To these 
other poles were bound transversly, and the whole 
was covered with large sheets of the bark ofthe oak, 
elm, spruce, or white cedar, overlaping like the shin- 
gles of a roof, upon which, for their better security, 
gplit poles were made fast with cords of linden bark. 
At the crown of the arch, slong the entire length of 
the house, an opening a foot wide was left for the ad- 
mission of light and the escape of smoke. At each 
end was & close of simil ir construction; and here 
were stowed cask of bark, filed with smoked fish, 
Indian corn, and other stores not liable to injure from 
frost. Within, on both sides, were wide scaffulds, 
four feet from the floor, and extentling the entire 
length of the house, like the.seats of a collossal omni- 
bus. These were formed of thick sheets of bark, sap- 
ported by posts and transverse poles, and covered 
with mats and skins, Here, =. summer, = ~ 
sl place of the inmates, the space beneat 
onary: orage of their firewood. The fires were 
on the ground, in a line down the middle of the house. 
Each sufficed for two families, who, in winter, slept 
closely packed around them. Above, just under the 
vaulted roof, were a great sarmber of poles, like the 
perches of a hen roost, and here were suspended wea- 
emma 5 ye hong and ornaments. Here, too, in 

time, the squaws hung the ears of unshelled 
corn, till the rude abode, through ‘all-its length, seem- 
ed decked with a golden tapestry. In general, how- 
ever, vasely lining was a thick coating of soot from 
the smoke of fires with neither draught, chimney, nor 
iow.
